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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

On line 6 of claim 31 , "filer" has been replaced by "filter". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches or suggests a variable die assembly for drying materials 
comprising an adjustment sleeve into which the die body and passage are received, a 
filter screen attached to the adjustment sleeve, such that the adjustment sleeve is 
selectively movable along the die body such that the distance between the filter screen 
and the die body may be adjusted. Burner discloses an adjustment sleeve (control ring 
75), but the reference fails to disclose or suggest a filter screen attached to the 
adjustment sleeve such that the distance between the filter screen and the die is 
adjusted. The reference discloses that a variable orifice pelletizing die is used without 
giving any guidance as to how one would attach such a die to the device having a 
control ring.
